In nearly all the churches In the four 
townships of Bloomfield, Montclair, 
Veroua, ami Caldwell the ladies are 
actively engaged In preparing for the 
grand fete to take place at Ashland Hall, 
Montclair, on the l. r »th and 16th inst 
for the benefit of the building fund of 
the Mountainside Hospital.

WASHINGTON LETTER. 

[From fur Regular Correspondent.J 

Washington, June 0. 

A sensation is no name for the furore 
created here by the resignation of Sec¬ 
retary Blame, and it is raging to-day 
with the same intensity with which it 
started. It was not, of course, entirely 
unexpected, owing to the persistency 
of at least two ineml»er9 of the Cabinet 
Secretary Foster and Attorney-General 
Miller—-in publicly sneering at Mr 
Blaine's accomplishments for this ad¬ 
ministration. MhrBlaiue is too high 
strung a man to stand such treatment 
without protesting, and his resignation 
is a protest with a vengeance; Tor if it 
shall make him the nominee of his party 
it will keep Mr. Harrison out of what he 
might have hail if his friends had l*een 
more tactful. 

It is believed that had Mr. Blaine been 
1 troperfy treated by the friends of Mr. 
Harrison he intended at the proper time 
to have positively forbidden the use of 
his name as a candidate and to have 
thrown his influence to the President, 
which would certainly have resulted in 
Mr. Harrison’s nomination; but when 
Messrs. Foster, Miller, and'the small fry 
of the kitchen Cabinet began to cast slurs 
In public Interviews upon Mr. Blaine and 
his work, and to imast of Mr. Harrison’s 
ability to “down" Mr. Blaine in a stand- 
up fight before the Convention, as they 
did a few days ago, they aroused the 
fighting-blood of oue of the hardest po¬ 
litical lighters this country has produced, 
and the result will be history; but the 
indications now are that it will bo a 
chapter which would have been omitted 
had the President's “foresight been 
equal to his hindsight," as the saying is. 
It is but another ease to b^added to 
many gone before in which the fool- 
friends of public men have by injudicious 
utterances spoiled bright • prospects. 
Mr. Harrison recognizes the mistake 
that his friends made and has ordered 
the abuse of Mr. Blaine stop|>ed. This 
order will probably help the Republican 
party, but Mr. Harrison's own chances 
are considered beyond help. 

President Harrison says that when 
the names of the United States delegates 
to the proposed International Monetary 
Conference are announced all fair-minded 
people will be convinced that the strong¬ 
est (Kissible effort is to be made to se¬ 
cure an international agreement upon 
an agreed ratio and the o|M*nlng of the 
mints of the world to the coinage of sil¬ 
ver Jis freely as is now accorded to gold. 
The free-coiuage men in Congress, while 
not disposed to criticise the President’s 
fair talk on the subject, are fully de¬ 
termined that nothing but a lack of votes, 
and that they do not anticipate, shall 
prevent the pussage of the Stewart Free- 
Coinage Bill now under consideration in 
the Senate. -No time has been s**t for 
taking a vote upon the lull, but Senal .r 
Morgan, one of its stanchest jidvocates, 
has given notice that In* will endeavor 
to press it to a vote between the llth 
and 21st of this month. If he stieceeds. 
and the chalices are disudedly against 
him on account of the meeting of the 
Democratic National Convention on the 
21st df this month, ami tin* desire of 
Democratic Senators to attend, t he bill 
will theu go to tin* 1 Inline, where tile 
tight against it will be so bitter that 
nothing short of the mueh-talked-of 
cloture rule will insure its passage, and 
no man is i:i a position to any positively 
that such a rule will or will uot Ik* re¬ 
volted from the Committee on iiules. 

The investigation of the Census Bu¬ 
reau ium brought but one thing that was 
very well known here Indore it ever bc- 
ifan. That is, that some of the chiefs of 
ilvisioo made favorites of tin* youngest 
inti prettiest girls under them. The 
same state of affairs will be found in any 
other government office, where women 
in large numbers are employed, that 
should be investigated, and if Congress 
can suggest a real preventive for t his 
sort of thing, it will make a dlsp lay of 
wisdom far beyond public expectation. 

The Canadian Government lias two 
Cabinet officers—Hon. George Foster, 
Minister of Finance, and Hon. McKenzie 
Bowell, Minister of Militia—here con¬ 
ferring with the State Department in the 
iutcrest of Canadian shlpowners.who are 
alatmed at the threat of the United 
States to retaliate for the discrimination 
in charges made against American ves¬ 
sels passing through the Welland Canal. 
It is uot known what proposition the 
eminent Canadians have submitted, but 
it can be stated for an absolute certainty 
that no pro(K)sition short of putting 
American vessels on the same footing as 
Canadian vessels, so far as charges are 
concerned, will bp accepted as satisfac¬ 
tory- / J\ 

The House lifts passed the Post-office 
Appropriation Bill, after voting down 
uumerous cuts proposed by Mr. Holman 
as amendments thereto.

Luncheoc and 
ice-cream were served to the little ones, 
who in their turn entertained the spec¬ 
tators with some of their songs and 
exercises.
